man the tren ches an d die in them if n ecessary . 
There is n o w g reat an x iety amo n g Nazi lead­ 
ers, fro m Ado lf Hitler do wn , becau se the Reich 
has a su rp lu s o f abo u t 2,000,000 wo men , also a 
fallin g birth rate which ho lds serio u s p erils to 
the fu tu re o f German y , esp ecially its fu tu re as 
a military p o wer. 
There is trag ic iro n y in this situ atio n becau se 
it was n o thin g bu t the military p o wer o f Ger­ 
man y that was resp o n sible fo r the p resen t g reat 
ex cess o f wo men o v er men in the co u n try ’s p o p ­ 
u latio n . If German y had n o t had the mo st p er­ 
fect military machin e in the wo rld back in 19 14 
an d if Emp ero r Wilhelm an d o thers o f the Po ts­ 
dam brethren had n o t had their ey es fix ed u p o n 
the attain men t o f a p lace in the su n there wo u ld 
n o t n o w be in German y 2,000,000 mo re wo men 
than men . 
Thro u g h the simp le p ro cesses o f reaso n in g 
the mo re p ro fo u n d o f the Nazi thin kers sho u ld 
be co n v in ced that a n atio n can n o t lo se a millio n 
men in battle an d hav e p ro bably twice as man y 
mo re maimed witho u t affectin g the n u merical 
stren g th o f fu tu re g en eratio n s. 
The to tal o f kn o wn dead in the Wo rld War 
was 10,004,771, while the to tal o f kn o wn wo u n ded 
was 20,29 7,551. It is estimated that in Au stria an d 
Serbia alo n e mo re than a millio n civ ilian s died 
o f starv atio n , disease an d p riv atio n . There were 
2,000,000 deaths o f Ru ssian civ ilian s in ex cess o f 
n o rmal. It has been claimed that n early all 
Po lish children u n der the ag e o f six died o f star­ 
v atio n . 
Nazi o fficials sho u ld realize, acco rdin g ly , ju st 
what hap p en s to hu man reso u rces in time o f war,

More than that, he has the fac­ 
ulty of coming through with an 
extra-base hit when runs are 
needed.

The Giants have had fine 
I catching all season. Gus Man­ 
cuso was the mainstay until a 
broken finger put him out. Man 
ager Bill Terry was forced to 
gamble on Harry Danning who 
except for an occasional relie 
job, had little opportunity to 
work behind the plate. Danning 
needed only this chance at play­ 
ing regularly to prove he was a 
high class catcher. Not only did 
he handle the pitchers well bu 
he also came through with some 
timely wallops. When Mancuso 
was ready to return to duty* Ter­ 
ry was hesitant about taking 
Danning out. And Mancuso, re­ 
member, was rated the ace of 
National league catchers when 
the Giants won the pennant last 
season. 
The New York Yankees have 
Bill Dickey—a clever catcher, 
who is at his best when the 
stakes are high.
